hot wholly unlovable crew 
were, we Were ever looking. Let me 
cite some examples Lecturing on the 
nature of a gas one day, Lord Kelvin 
thus delivered himself; ‘Imagine a 
thousand million students rushing with 
Incredible velocity in one direction and 
a thousand million students rushing 
with the same velocity in tie opposite 
direction and meeting. That ts a gas.’ 
Doubtless, but the homely simile com- 
pelled laughter and at the same time 
‘eft us both twystified and enlightened. 

“But his greatest feat was the play- 
ing of a simple tune ou a huge trom- 
bone. Conceive, if you can, a learned 
professor of silvered jocks and beard,

Ex-Premier of England Expresses 
Views on Decay of Nations. 


Decadence was the subject of the 
enry Sidgwick memorial lecture de- 
livered by Mr, Balfour at Newnham 
College, Cambridge (Eng.), recently, 
and on which the ex-Premier made 
some significant remarks.” 

“Why should civilizations wear out 
and great communities decay, and 
what evidence was there that in fact 
they did?” he asked. Though anti- 
quiy: pagan and Christian, took a 
different view, it seemed easier to 
understand progress than decadence. 

Decadence was always complicated 
with and often acted through other 
more obvious causes, It was in vain 
that historians enumerated the public 
calamities which preceded and no 
shy contributed to final catastro- 
phes, 

We felt that some of those diseases 
were of a kind which a vigorous body 
politic should easily be able to sur- 
vive, that others were secondary 
symptoms of some obscurer malady, 
and that in neither case did they 
supply us with the full 7) yt babe 
of which we were in search. 

“Consider, for instance,” he went 
on, “the long agony and final de- 
struction of Roman imperialism in the 
west, the most momentous catastrophe 
of which we had historic record.” 

Rome fell, and great was the fall 
of it. But why it fell, by what se. 
cret mines its defences were breached, 
and what made its garrison so faint- 
hearted and ineffectual—that was not 
80 clear.

Ferty-One Couples Eager to Earn $600 
by Unique Ceremony. 


Forty-one applications from would- 
be brides or bridegrooms have already: 
been received from all parts of Eng- 
land as the result of an offer iv, the- 
management of the London Hippo- 
drome of £100 to the couple who are: 
willing to be married under water, 
in the centre of the arena, which will 
be lowered for the occasion and flood- 
ed with water, 

By means of ingenious mechanical 
contrivances and ilusions, bride and 
bridegroom, clergyman and best man 
alike, a few moments before the wed- 
ding, will appear to the audience to 
be engulfed by the flood of water and 
drowned, whereas, by reason largely 
of a series of diving bells, as well as 
by waterproof clothing, those who 
take part in the ceremony will be 
virtually os dry as the spectators 
themselves. Lights turned on under 
the water will enable the audience 
to witness the performance of the 
ceremony throughout. 

Tt will be extremely difficult to se- 
cure a performance of any valid mar- 
riage ceremony under the circum- 
stances. In view of the fact that the 
Hippodrome is not licensed as a place 
for the solemnizution of marriage, neo: 
license can be issued by any regis- 
trar, and no such ceremony as that 
contemplated would constitute a mar- 
riage. 

At the Bishop of London’s marriage: 
registry office, Doctors’ Commons, it 
was stated that such a ceremony 
could only be performed, under the 
canons of the Church of England, 
by the granting of a special license- 
by the Archbishop of Canterbury, a 
highly improbabie proceeding in the 
present instance. Cases of special li- 
censes being granted, it was added, 
did not occur once a year, and then 
only in very exceptional cireum- 
stances. The most recent occasion 
was Lord Loreburn’s marriage in the 
crypt under Westminster Abbey.

British Commoner Would Move Up: 
Clocks In Summer.

Flaxsced Most Suitable for Sowing 
on Newly Broken Prairie Land 

Flax has peculiar claims to the ti- 
ytle of “The Pioneer's Crop.” It is; 
| the most suitable of all crops for sow- 
ing at first breaking of the prairie 
sod. Where flax is sown on first 
| breaking a seed bed comparatively 
'free from weeds is provided, the far- 


mer derives a revenue from his land 
the first year, and the crop effectually 
rots the sod so as to admit of plough- 
ing to the ordinary depth in the au-

tumn. Then it can be sown later! 
than any of the other cereal crops} 
because it matures more quickly, and} 
the new settler, taking up land in 
the early spring, may not be able to 
prepare his land for a wheat crop in 
time for seeding. Farmers who have 
only a portion of their land ready in 
time for sowing wheat, barley and; 
oats, may sow the flaxseed after the 
other crops arein. Indeed it is better 
not to sow the flaxseed too early os 
the flax plant is tender in the spring 
and easily injured by frost, but it ts 
far less liable to injury from this 
cause in autumn, The best results 
are said to be obtained in the Cona- 
dian West by sowing from the 15th; 
to the 25th of May although good re-: 
sults have been obtained from seed 
sown as late as the middle of June, 
too Inte to sow wheat 


and even later. 
Last yenr the spring was very late 
and the growing season short so that 
he wheat crop suffered quite severely 
in many sections of the Canadian 
West, but there was a remarkable in- 
crease in the flax crop. In the pro-' 
vince of Saskatchewan, where most 
of the flax raised in the Canadian 
West is grown, the yield in 1907 was
